Any numbskull can be a_ leader 
when things are going well, The 
‘est of leadership comes whes there 
we serious difficulties to be over- 
come. The men who direct the af- 
fairs of organized labor in Canada 
have been undergoing such a test 
for several months now, and most of 
them have been pitilessly exposed 
for what they are: not leaders, at 
all, but frightened little men with 
sour, closed little minds. There are 
a few whe can be truely called la- 
bor leaders. Who are more interested 
in the well-being of the people who 
make up their organization than in 
considering their own power or pro- 
moting some sterile economic doc- 
trine, but their quiet voices are drow- 
ned out by the hysterical gibbering 
of the salesmen of class hatred. 

One of the most recent demonst- 
vations of self-exposure Was given 
just a couple of weeks ago by George 
Burt, Canadian director of the United 
Auto Workers, Last year was “tough 
on unions”, he said, because of em- 
ployers ‘vho “traitorously” exploited 
unempioyment, judges who broke the 
law, newspapers that told half-truths 
und governments that ignored the 
demands of “labor”. “Profit,” he said, 
has been given a halo down thro- 
ugh the years which should be torn 
off, and it should be exposed for 
exactly what it is—a selfish and un- 
democratic system,” 

Mr, Burt had nothing to say about 
the factors that have made Canada 
a high-cost country—nothing about 
the effect of Wakes and taxes on the 
prices of manufactured products, no- 
thing about the squeeze put on farm- 
ers by industrial costs, nothing about 
the dismal failures of the govern- 
ments that have tried to eliminate 
competion and profits in business, 
nothiny; about the loss to the econo- 
my in wares and production as a re- 
sult of the 110-day strike by his own 
union in the Ford Motor Company's 
Ontario plants, and nothing about 
the time it Will take the workers in 
plants to make up the financial loss 
they themselves suffered in the 
strike, All he could think about, ap- 
parently, Was the hateful way in 
Which #overnments, judges and em- 
ployers conspired to keep people like 
himself from making & Complete mess 
of the country. 

Speeches like that of Mr, Burt's 
would b» amusing, in the manner 
of slapstick, if the people making 
them had not managed to get them- 
selves into positions of considerable 
power Under the circumstances. 
it is not at all funny. The road along 
Which these men are trying to push 
their unions leads only to disaster.

Notes From D.A. 


By HOWARD J. FULCHER 


This week I would loke to mention 
}a couple of insects which annually 
;cause heavy losses to the producers 
of livestock. The first insect is the 
|Warble Fly ‘(Hell fly or Gadfly), 
| these insects can be controlled. The 
jflies do not bite or sting, but in lay- 
jing ther eggs on the legs or lower 
}of the body worry and frighten ani- 
‘mals. This causes the animals to do 
ja lot of running and will through 
ithis cause reduce milk yields and 
poor weight gains, The grubs in the 
animals reduce milk and meat yields 
jund careuss grades, also cause un- 
thriftyaiess and injury to the hides 

Control can be carried out on a 
community basis or individually. 
treated with commercial warble pow- 
der. In small herds of cattle, scrub 
and wash over the backs of the ani- 
mals With a stiff brush getting the 
powder well into the holes, for lar- 
ger herds a power-sprayer at about 
400-500 pounds pressure can be used, 
This treatment should begin early 
in March, when the holes in the 
hide are beginning to show continue 
treatment at 20 day intervals until 
no live grubs are present 

The other insect I Wish to mention 
is lice, they are biting sucking in- 
sects causing irritation to the ani- 
mals through sucking blood and 
crawling around. Animals rubbing 
results in loss of hair and lesions. 
The treatment is not difficult. there 
are a number of satisfactory D.D.T 
rotenone preparations for their con- 
trol available; three or four dust- 
ings about ten days apart is usually 
sufficient

Public 
Health 
In Alberta 


—* — 

From 1905 to 1918 Public 
Health was a branch of the 
Department of Agriculture. 
It Was then transferred to the 
Department of the Provincial 
Secretary, and later that same 
year was again transferred to 
the Department of Municipal 
Affairs. Finally in 1919 the 
Department of Health was cre- 
ated and given responsibility 
for administering all legisla- 
tion relating to health. 

The Department of Public 
Health now consists of fifteen 


divisions, each responsible for ; 


its own special field, The di- 
visions and chief functions of 
each are as follows: 

1. Public Health Education 
This division encourages better 
health practices among the 
people by means of literature, 
lec.ures, radio programs, mo- 
tion pictures and film strips. 

2. Communicable Diseases. 


The purpose of this division is 


to record the incidence of com- 
municable diseases within the 
province and to advise and as- 
sist local health authorities on 
the most effective methods of 
prevention and control. 

3. Entomology. This division 
was established in 1944 for the 
control of insect-borne diseas- 
es, It makes surveys of spotted 
fever, plague, tudaraemia and 
encephalomyelitis. 

4 Hospital and Medical Ser- 
vices: Responsibilities of this 
branch include payments of 


hospital grants, supervision of § 


hospitals, payment of mater- 
nity hospitalization, hospitaliz- 
ation of various pensioners, 
mothers’ 
and the dependents in these 
groups. Training of nursing 


aides is also supervised by the @ 


division as well as the organi- 
zation and general supervision 


of municipal hospitals. This 


division also supervises the 


hospital insurance program of @ 


the province which is some- 
times called the “dollar a day” 
program, 

5. Provincial Laboratories: 
Well equipped laboratories are 
maintained at Edmonton and 
Calgary. 
to all doctors, hospitals and 
Boards of Health in the prov- 
ince. Serums and vaccines are 
distributed from these centres 
and various examinations and 
inalyses are conducted for the 
cetection and control of dis- 
‘use 

6. Mental Health: Mental 
hospitals under the direction of 
tis division provide scientific 
meaical and nursing care for 
the mentally ill, Guidance 


clinics help to solve behavioral @ 


and emotional problems in both 


children and adults and thus @ 


prevent mental ill health. 
7. Social Hygiene: By the op- 


eration of clinics and by means § 


of lectures, this division seeks 
to cure and contro) venereal 
diseases. 

8. Tuberculosis Division: This 
provides free diagnostic and 
treatment service for a}l tuber- 
culosis cases. Mobile X-ray 
units periodically survey the 
entire population of the prov- 
ince. 
maintained near Calgary and 
in Edmonton. 

9, Cancer: Three diagnostic 
clinics are maintained to which 
cancer sufferers are referred by 
their family physicians. Diag- 
nosis, radium, X-ray and sur- 
#ica]) treatment as well as 
treatment by a Cobalt “bomb” 
are provided at government ex- 
pense, 

10, Cerebral Palsy. Since 1950 


diagnosis and treatment clinics ¢ 
have been provided to sufferers § 


at government expenses. 

11, Rheumatoid Arthritis Cli- 
nies, Services provided here 
include 90 days free hospitalli- 
zation and treatment to Al- 
bertans up to 25 years of age. 

12, Sanitary Engineering Di- 
vision protects public health by 
Supervision of water supplies 
and sewage disposal systems. 
Hotels, restaurants, slaughter 
houses and dairies are inspect- 
ed in those parts of the pro- 
vince not provided with this 
Service by their local health 
departments. 

13. Nutrition. This division, 
furmed in 1947, conducts ed- 
ucational work for better eat- 
Ing habits and more nourish: 
iny diets. 

14. Vital Statistics Division 
records all births, marriages 
ond deaths,

The actual deficit expected is 
$2,500.006, but because of statutory 
appropriations of $43,000,000 for 
municipal, rural power, government 
telephones and homestead loans, the 
xovernment says it Will have to take 
$45,500,600 from surpluses built up 
in past years, 

The budget had a strong theme of 
assistance to education as the gov- 
ernment’s 1955 answer to continued 
pleas Of municipalities for greater 
outrignt assistance. 

Total school grants are up $11,600,- 
‘000 «at = $29,360,000 and include 
$18,160,000 to be distributed as op- 
cration grants on a special formula; 
$4,500,000 for capital construction 
| costs and $6,600,000 for a new school 
;tax reduction subsidy grant, 

To qualify for the subsidy grant, 
school boards will have to ask the 
municipality or county for less 
|money than they did in 1954, and 
|will have to keep down their rate 
| fur operational purposes to not more 
jthan 25 mills. If a board has to in- 
;crease its requisition this year, the 
hOoverlument is prepared to pay up to 
30 per cent of any increase not ex- 
ceeding live mills On current assess- 
| ment. 

A new policy, under Which the pro- 
{vincial treasury will purchase school 
, debentures and charge low interest 
jrates, ig expected to see the school 
| boards receive $9,000,000 in loans 
|ihis year and, the government hopes, 
no board will have to borrow on the 
open market. 

While the expenditures for 
highway construction are slightly 
lower than for the current fiscal 
years, grants for district highway 
and local roads are up $1,300,000 for 
a total of $7,925,000. The increase 
is all in a special contingency fund, 
presumably to be used to aid dis- 
tricts in special need. 

In the field of health, major in- 
creases «are $1,200,000 for govern- 
ment contributions to prepaid medi- 
cal insurance; $1,436,000 in the per- 
patient-day grant to hospitals and 
increases in the government contri- 
bution to the provincial-municipal 
hospitalization scheme. 

Revenues are up from $151,973,865 
estimated for the current year to 
$171,875,115 tor 1955-56 and more 
than one-third of it will come from 
the revenue sources Of the mines and 
minerals department, 

Included in the $68,000,000 this 
department eypects to receive are 
these amounts; $26,000,000 from the 
Sale of oi} and gas leases and reser- 
vations oa crown lands; $18,500,000 
Irom Oi] and gas rentals and fees, 
und $17,500,000 from royalties. 

The provincial government also ex- 
pects to receive $33,100,000 from the 
rental of certain tax fields to the 
federal government, $19,500,000 trom 
fucl oil tax and $15,500,000 from 
liquor, 

As announced earlier by the yov- 
ernment, homesteaders are to re- 
ceive assistance in breaking and 
clearing new land. Mr. Gerhart said 
Friday this will be done under a 
homestead lease revolving loan fund, 
Which wil! begin at $1,000,000. Loans 
Will be restricted to a maxunum of 
$1,000 each and applications will be 
considered by a board to be appoint- 

ad by the cabinet. 

The decrease in the spending Of 
the highways department is the re- 
sult of plans to do less new construc- 
tion on main highways, The appro- 
priation for bridge construction, 
however, is up $500,000 at a total of 
$5,000,070, 

The tctal planned expenditures 
ure $4,500,000 to $7,000,000 less than 
many Were forecasting, but it is un- 
derstood considerable last-minute 
paring took place.
